is constant in our society to¬ 
day. With the population in¬ 
creasing, so is the amount of 
garbage we produce. 

This fact is very evident at 
both the Didsbury and Car- 
stairs landfill sites. Appar¬ 
ently, these sites only have a 
couple of years left until new 
sites must be found. 

To help curb this problem, 
the Mountain View Regional 
Solid Waste Authority 
(MVRSWA) has given the go 
ahead to two transfer stations, 
one at the Didsbury Landfill 
and one at the Carstairs 
Landfill. 

These transfer stations are 
large metal containers that 
garbage is dumped into, com¬ 
pacted, and then are hauled 
away when they are full. 

According to Wes Yeoman, 
Director of Engineering and 
Operational Services for the 
Town of Didsbury, these trans¬ 
fer stations are a great thing. 

He says that not only will 
all residential garbage be 
hauled away, so will any that 
is taken to the dump. 

"These transfer stations will 
actually be improving the fa¬ 
cilities that are there, consid¬ 
erably," Yeoman said. 

This way, the Town of Dids¬ 
bury won't have to find a new 
landfill site a couple of years 
down the road. 

"It's imperative that we get 
this built soon," said Yeoman. 

Yeoman also says that the 
effect to taxpayers in Moun¬ 
tain View County will be nil. 


vincial funds to finance these 
two stations, so residents of 
the county most likely will not 
see an increase in their taxes. 

The MVRSWA approached 
three engineering firms for 
bids on creating the transfer 
stations. 

The lowest bid came from 
Serv-Alta Engineering Ltd. at 
$40,670. Serv-Alta has been 
involved with such a project 
before and provided a prelimi¬ 
nary construction project es¬ 
timate of $362,000 for each of 
the two stations. 

The total estimated cost to 
get these transfer stations up 
and running would be 
$765,000, including the con¬ 
sulting fees. 

The proposed stations 
would be modelled after one 
that the Town of Innisfail cur¬ 
rently uses. 

Yeoman says that after 
checking out transfer stations 
around central Alberta, the 
one at Innisfail is the best. 

There was some concern 
from members of the Author¬ 
ity as to why Didsbury and 
Carstairs couldn't share a 
transfer station. 

Yeoman says that it 
wouldn't be a good idea, as it 
would take a number of years 
just to acquire a piece of prop¬ 
erty on which to house the 
station. He also says that the 
two landfill sites and each 
town currently owns, would 
then become useless. 

The MVRSWA says that 
BFI, out of Calgary, would be

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willing to transfer the gar¬ 
bage, under the contract they 
currently have. 

The Authority voted unani¬ 
mously to move ahead with 
the transfer stations, but they 
still need the approval of Al¬ 
berta Environment before any 
work can begin. 

Yeoman suspects that the 
proposal will be approved by 
them and hopes to have the 
transfer stations up and run¬ 
ning by next summer. He ex¬ 
pects that the winter months 
will be spent designing the 
transfer stations and that con¬ 
struction will being early in 
the spring of 2000. 


Landfill search ends

The Mountain View Regional Solid Waste Authority (MVRSWA) 
has decided to discontinue their search for a county landfill site. 

In a Request for Decision at last Tuesday's MVRSWA meeting, 
the Authority explained that they had "diligently pursued a 
regional landfill for the County and residents for a number of 
years." 

They also said that all attempts at finding land for the dump 
have been fruitless and expect the same in the future. 

The Authority passed a motion to "acknowledge that the search 
for a landfill in Mountain View County will be discontinued 
effective immediately." 

The group have decided, instead, to "realign its priorities to 
recycling, waste minimization and public education within its 
boundaries."

Woman passed bogus 
cheques 

A 36-year-old woman who 
passed almost $3,000 worth of 
bogus cheques in Sundre will 
be sentenced next month. 

Barbara Ivy of Sundre 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on Nov. 8 to six 
charges of forgery and six 
charges of uttering a forged 
document. 

Crown prosecutor Gord 
Wong told Judge W.A. 
Troughton the accused passed 
the bad cheques, totalling 
$2,900, between Sept. 2, 1999 
and Oct. 2, 1999. 

The Crown recommended 
the accused, who has been re¬ 
leased on bail, receive a jail 
term. The judge adjourned the 
matter to Dec. 13 for sentenc¬ 
ing. 

"You're in a lot of trouble," 
Troughton told the accused. 
"You've dug a pretty big hole 
for yourself." 

Caroline woman had 
stolen truck 

An 18-year-old woman will 
be sentenced later this month 
after pleading guilty to a 
charge of possession of stolen 
property. Marie May Smith of 
Caroline was arrested Sept. 
18, 1999 after police found her 
in possession of a 1997 Ford 
truck which had been stolen. 
Smith will be back in court on 
Nov. 22. 

Warrant issued following 
drug bust 

A warrant has been issued 
for the arrest of a Calgary 
man who failed to show up for 
court on Nov. 8 to answer a 
charge of possession of canna¬ 
bis for the purpose of traffick¬ 
ing. 

Richard John Morris, 28, 
was charged after RCMP and 
Wildlife Conservation officers 
seized a quantity of drugs from 
a vehicle during a checkstop 
operation on Hwy 22 on Oct. 
8. 

Woman admitted to hit¬ 
ting car while driving 
impaired 

An 18-year-old woman will 
have to pay a total of $1397.59 
in fines and restitution and 
was handed a one-year driving 
prohibition after pleading 
guilty to charges of impaired 
operation of a vehicle and fail¬ 
ing to remain at the scene of 
an accident. 

The charges were laid as a 
result of incidents that took 
place in Olds on Aug. 22, 1999, 
Crown prosecutor Gord Wong 
told the Didsbury provincial 


court last Wednesday. 

Wong said that at about 2 
a.m., police received a report 
that a parked car had been 
backed into outside a bar and 
the driver had fled the scene. 
When police were directed to 
the offending car, the accused 
- Carna Jane Faubert - was 
driving with several passen¬ 
gers. She showed usual signs 
of impairment, but said that 
she was the most sober of the 
group and was driving at their 
request. 

Wong also told the court 
that the owner of the vehicle 
Faubert was driving did not 
have insurance so the owner 
of the damaged car was re¬ 
questing restitution be ordered 
by the court. 

Judge Frank Maloney said 
that in light of Faubert's early 
guilty plea, the remorse that 
she showed, and her father's 
presence in the court with her, 
he would order the minimum 
fine of $600, a victim fine sur¬ 
charge of $60, a fine on ticket 
of $100, and a one-year driv¬ 
ing prohibition. He also or¬ 
dered she pay the $637.59 res¬ 
titution, but suggested to 
Faubert that the other pas¬ 
sengers that were present 
should pitch in. 

Olds man guilty of as¬ 
sault 

An 18-year-old man admit¬ 
ted his guilt to an assault 
charge last Wednesday in Dids¬ 
bury provincial court. 

Dustin C. Samoisette, who 
is currently a student, was 
charged with assault due to 
events that took place on Sept. 
27, 1999 in Olds. 

Crown prosecutor Gord 


Wong told the court that 
Samoisette and some of his 
friends went into the Olds 
McDonalds where the victim 
was working. The two boys 
had problems with each other 
in the past. Wong said 
Samoisette approached the vic¬ 
tim and shoved him, trying to 
provoke him into a fight, but 
one did not occur. Police were 
called and the accused was 
arrested, and they say alcohol 
was a factor. 

Judge Maloney said that 
while no assault is excusable, 
this was a relatively minor 
case, with no injuries result¬ 
ing. He also said that 
Samoisette's lack of a previ¬ 
ous record was in his favour. 
Judge Maloney sentenced him 
to one year of probation and 
no contact with the victim. 

Man's blood alcohol level 
nearly double legal limit 

Douglas Vincent Wales was 
fined and prohibited from driv¬ 
ing after pleading guilty to a 
charge of blood alcohol ex¬ 
ceeding 80 mg. 

Crown prosecutor Gord 
Wong told the court that on 
Oct. 4, 1999 at about 4:30 p.m., 
police attended an accident in 
Sundre that had occurred 
when the accused failed to stop 
at an intersection and struck 
another vehicle. When police 
spoke with the accused, they 
detected signs of impairment 
and administered a 
breathalyser test, which re¬ 
sulted in two 150 mg measure¬ 
ments. 

Judge Maloney handed 
Wales the minimum sentence 
of a $600 fine, a $60 victim fine 
surcharge, and a one-year driv¬ 
ing prohibition. 
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Man handed fines for six 
charges 

A man being held in cus¬ 
tody by police was brought 
before the Didsbury provin¬ 
cial court on two counts of 
failing to attend court, two 
counts of failing to appear, 
possession of an illegal sub¬ 
stance and driving with a sus¬ 
pended license. 

Donald George Westergard 
was handed fines for all the 
charges after pleading guilty to 
them last Wednesday. 

Crown Gord Wong told the 
court that on Aug. 17, 1999, 
police attended an accident the 
accused was involved and in¬ 
jured in, and found a small 
amount of marijuana in his pos¬ 
session. He had previously been 
stopped at a checkstop and it 
was found that his license was 
suspended. He subsequently 
failed to attend court twice and 
failed to appear at the request 
of police twice, resulting in the 
other charges. 

Westergard's counsel told the 
court that he has no reason for 
the absences other than that he 
simply forgot about the court 
dates and appointments. In the 
car accident, Westergard suf¬ 
fered a broken neck and has 
had a poor memory since. 

Judge Maloney sentenced 
Westergard to pay a total of 
$800 or serve 70 days in jail for 


the six charges. 

Bowden youth ordered to 
pay for damages to school 

In youth court, two boys from 
Bowden entered guilty pleas to 
charges of theft and mischief as 
a result of damage they caused 
to Bowden Grandview School, 
of which neither are students. 

The Crown prosecutor told 
the court that in the late evening 
hours of Oct. 6, 1999, the boys 
entered the school yard, broke 
into a storage shed and removed 
some stored school supplies, and 
wrote expressions on the 
sidewalks and walls. 

When clues led police to the 
two boys, aged 16 and 17 years, 
they admitted to the mischief 
and theft. 

Judge Maloney ordered them 
each to one year probation and 
to pay restitution to the Chi¬ 
nook's Edge School division in 
theamountof$744.48, of which 
each is to pay half. 
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The pair say that between 60 
and 65% of the materials for the 
office have been donated, from 
windows to doors to carpeting. 

They say that if the building 
doesn't work out, all the materi¬ 
als would be left to the Town of 
Didsbury to do what they like 
with it.

Kuzik and Husack feel that

Lease Agreement 

At the Oct. 6 Council Meet¬ 
ing, council approved a lease 


agreement for the Didsbury 
and District Light Horse As¬ 
sociation (DDLHA) to lease 
the horse barns located near 
the Memorial Complex. This 
lease was to go into effect on 
Nov. 1. 

The DDLHA didn't like the 
agreement, and subsequently 
drew up their own agreement 
as well as an offer to purchase 
the land. 

Council doesn't want to sell 
the land, as it is prime recrea¬ 
tion property. They are not 
considering the offer to pur¬ 
chase from DDLHA and the 
Didsbury Agriculture Society. 

They are requesting that 
the groups sign the original 
agreement by Nov. 15 and that 
if the groups don't have the 
buildings inspected by a Certi¬ 
fied Professional Engineer, the 
Town will increase the com¬ 
prehensive liability insurance 
on the buildings to no less 
than $10 million, which the 
groups will be responsible for 
covering. 

This motion was passed 
unanimously.

Probably most of the small-town weekly newspapers, like 
ours, were in attendance to cover the event, as well as a 
number of rodeo photographers from around the province. 
We were sitting by two such photographers on Saturday 
evening. 

For my trip to Edmonton, I had borrowed some fancy 
camera equipment from a gentleman in town. In my posses¬ 
sion, I had a few thousand dollars worth of equipment, so 
believe me, I was being extra careful with it. I kept every¬ 
thing in a camera bag, so it was safe and secure. 

When you're shooting something like the CFR, it's kind 
of hard to stay seated all the time, especially if you want 
really good pictures. So, the two professional rodeo photogra¬ 
phers that were sitting next to me were up and down all the 
time. 

The one guy, who was kind enough to offer me a little advice 
about shooting in the arena, was very patient and waited until 
we moved all the equipment we had sitting at our feet before 
he walked in front of us. You see, it was kind of a tight squeeze 
with a number of camera bags, jackets, and of course, my 
purse, all sitting on the floor.

I was disgusted to learn that 
labour disruptions have shut 
down Canada's West Coast 
ports again. 

Once again western farm¬ 
ers are being forced to pay for 
the Liberal government's inef¬ 
fective labour legislation. For 
the second time in less than a 
year, farmers in western 
Canada have been cut off from 
their markets. This has got to 
come to an end. 

While bulk grain shipments 
are continuing (for the time¬ 
being) exports of other speci¬ 
ality high-value products 
shipped in containers have 
been shut off. A specific exam¬ 
ple are Timothy hay produc¬ 
ers. These farmers have in¬ 
vested hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in diversifying their 
farming operations. Now, just 
when they are about to move 
their product to market, their 
access to transportation has 
been cut off. 

During debate over revisions 
to Canada's labour laws, Re¬ 
form proposed final offer se¬ 
lection arbitration as a means 
of settling disputes in essen¬ 
tial industries and that the 
exemption for grain be ex¬ 
tended to all communities. The 
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Liberals refused to listen. 

It is absolutely appalling 
when farmers are facing the 
lowest prices in over 50 years, 
they are forced to become third- 
party victims to another la¬ 
bour dispute. Last April grain 
farmers' exports were stopped 
because of the Liberals' dis¬ 
pute with the public sector 


workers. Now farmers are part 
of the $89 million-a-day price 
tag for yet another labour dis¬ 
pute. Enough is enough. 

Reform is calling on the Min¬ 
ister of Labour to order a re¬ 
sumption to work at the ports 
and refer any outstanding is¬ 
sue to the Canada Industrial 
Relations Board for resolution. 
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Festival '99

Finally, there 
was the message brought to us by Franklin Graham, who 
shared how many people were searching in all kinds of ways to 
make meaning of their lives, who were seeking to fill that 
emptiness they felt, and he invited them to come and find the 
"only way". Thousands streamed down and filled the ice surface 
at the Saddledome, to make a first time commitment or to renew 
their faith. 

Although Festival '99 is over, in actuality it is a new 
beginning, a fresh challenge ahead for each one of us to uphold 
and show our faith. 
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Notes from Nigeria 

Dan and Janet Snyder are DicLsburians who are missionaries 
in Nigeria. They are working at a school in Jos, Nigeria for the 
Evangelical Missionary Church of Canada, and Dan is teaching 
math and English, while Janet runs the library for the whole 
school. Both have been in the country periodically doing the 
mission work since the late 70s. The couple met while working in 
Nigeria and married in December 1995. Their latest excursion set 
out on May 15 last year and they will return to Didsbury in May 
of2000 for a three month furlough. They will return to Nigeria 
and will remain there until2006. The Snyders send weekly letters 
to their family telling about their day to day experiences, and we 
at the Review believe it will be of interest to our readers. 


Dear Friends, 

Today, just before prayer meet¬ 
ing was to start, the phone rang. 
Jimmy answered and all we heard 
on our side was "Oh!... ok...ok" 
etc. but we knew something was 
not right. One of the missionar¬ 
ies traveling to Jos had an acci¬ 
dent a short way out of town. Don 
Copeland had been driving. We 
don't know the details but he lost 
control of the car, spun around 
180 degrees and rolled the vehi¬ 
cle. Help came along in the form 
of one of the Plateau State offi¬ 
cials who left his driver to guard 
the vehicle and brought the men on into town. This was 
another one of those times when we are truly thankful for 
mission family. Some stayed to pray while the four men, Dan, 
Jimmy, Coy and Mike went off to see about the car. Connie 
and I (Janet) went to take the two injured men to a doctor to 
make sure there wasn't anything seriously wrong with them. 
The men had cuts and bruises and will be very sore for a few 
days but should be back to normal soon. The vehicle is 
another story. They were able to get it upright but bent axles 
and fiat tires made it impossible to tow. Those that saw the 
car were amazed the two men made it out with only a few cuts 
and bruises. We keep the guardian angels busy here every 
time we travel. Praise the Lord for keeping them safe. 

Some weeks we wonder what to write about. Nothing 
beyond the ordinary has happened. Other weeks we have 
more "excitement" than we want. This week was an eventful 
week. Monday I went to have a blood test, just a follow-up to 
see how the medicine is doing. It cost less than a dollar 
Canadian for the test. What can be done here medically is very 
inexpensive but there is so much that can't be done. We heard 
about other missionaries that had been in a car accident in 
Ibadan. They were injured quite badly and it was recom¬ 
mended that they leave immediately. If they can't get hold of 
the medical evacuation people then they need to get on a 
commercial flight. Again we are thankful for missionary 
doctors who are well qualified but who will also tell us when 
we need to leave to get the medical help we need. 

Sometime Monday evening the Plateau State government 
declared that Tuesday would be a holiday. The Plateau State 
football (soccer) team had won the national tournament for 
the first time in 48 years. The only problem was that none of 
the teachers or administrators from the school had heard the 
news. We all came to school as usual. The students also came 
so we carried on with classes. This is not the first time that 
a holiday has been declared the night before. If the school 
knows about it they close the front gates and put a sign up. 
But after parents have already dropped the students off, it's 
too difficult to cancel school. Many drive quite a ways and 
don't have telephones. 

On Friday and Saturday the last track meet was held at 
Hillcrest. Five schools besides Hillcrest participated. I have 
helped with a number of track meets and this was the best- 
organized and smoothest-running one that I have been to 
here. Good sportsmanship was displayed. When one coach 
questioned the result of one race, those that had judged and 
timed the race were able to explain the decision and this was 
accepted without complaint. It was an exciting meet for 
Hillcrest because several school records were broken. Several 
students also did their personal best at the meet. 

Saturday night we celebrated the cultural diversity of the 
school with an International Food Fair. It is put on by the 
PTA as a fund raiser for scholarships and other projects for 
the school. There was an abundance of food from many 
different cultural backgrounds: Egyptian, Lebanese, Nige¬ 
rian, Australian, American, Indian and British. We ate too 
much and bought some to take home for later. It was a very 
enjoyable time. Unfortunately, it happens only once every two 
years. Again, we have much for which to be thankful.

Ban on riding in the 
back of trucks 
coming soon 

A proposed legislative amendment will see riding in the back of 
pick-up trucks banned as of February 1, 2000. The move is a result 
of growing public concern about this dangerous activity. 

"We have heard from Albertans for some time on this issue, most 
recently in the responses to the Rules of the Road Discussion Paper 
which indicated 82% favour a ban on riding in the back of pickups," 
said Ed Stelmach, Minister of Alberta Infrastructure. "So I am 
pleased that with the expressed support of the opposition parties, 
I have the opportunity to move forward and address a serious 
traffic safety concern. I will bring the ban forward in the upcoming 
session of the Legislative Assembly by amending the Highway 
Traffic Act as part of the Miscellaneous Statutes Amendment Act." 

There will be exemptions from the ban for those whose liveli¬ 
hood involves riding in the back of a truck (firefighters, construc¬ 
tion workers, farmers). The ability to opt out of the ban will not 
be granted to individual municipalities. The legislation will be in 
place province-wide. 

"Banning this type of unsafe activity is important to injury 
prevention in Alberta," said Jean Graham, Chair of the David 
Thompson Health Region. "We are pleased the government has 
listened to public input on this issue and responded appropriately 
to help save lives." 

Extensive public and stakeholder consultation has been done on 
riding in the back of pickups and other traffic safety issues. The 
most recent consultation was the Rules of the Road discussion 
paper that was widely distributed, advertised in daily and weekly 
newspapers, and was posted on the Internet. Of the more than 800 
Albertans who responded to the discussion paper, 82% were in 
favour of banning riding in a truck box. 

"I am very pleased with the response and thank Albertans for 
taking the time to send us their comments," said Stelmach. "This 
level of involvement in legislation allows Albertans to have a direct 
say in traffic safety issues." 

When the Traffic Safety Act is proclaimed in 2001, the ban will 
move into the regulations under the new Act. 


Albertans urged to use 9-1-1 


Albertans are encouraged to 
call 9-1-1 instead of 0 when they 
need emergency assistance. The 
Alberta Enhanced 9-1-1 Advisory 
Association (of which the RCMP 
is a member), which represents 
23 call centres that provide serv¬ 
ices across the province, said 
dialing 9-1-1 will ensure callers 
are directed to local emergency 
services. 

"Always call 9-1-1 because you 
will be connected with the local 
police, fire department or emer¬ 
gency medical services without 
delay," said Henry Patram, man¬ 
ager of Communications/Dis¬ 
patch with the Calgary Fire De¬ 
partment and the AEAA's repre¬ 
sentative to the Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission (CRTC). "If 
you dial zero, you may reach an 
out-of-town operator who may 
not know which city you’re in. It 
will take extra time to transfer 
your call to the appropriate 9-1- 
1 centre." 

The provincial 9-1-1 system is 
set up to automatically provide 
the location and telephone 
number of 9-1-1 calls made from 
homes, public payphones and 
most businesses. This enables 
the 9-1-1 operator to send help 
during an emergency, even if the 
caller cannot speak or the tel¬ 
ephone line becomes discon¬ 
nected. 

Patram said the recent de¬ 
regulation of the local telephone 
industry has allowed additional 
telephone companies to provide 
local telephone service. "Provid¬ 
ers of local service are required 
to provide your address and tel¬ 
ephone number to the 9-1-1 data¬ 
base when you move or switch 
phone companies," said Patram. 
"If you call 9-1-1 before your 
address is updated, the 9-1-1 
emergency operator may not 
know where you are calling from. 


Therefore, it's important to stay 
on the line as long as possible 
and to provide details of your 
emergency and your exact loca¬ 
tion." 

The AEAA is working with 
the CRTC and the providers of 
local telephone services to main¬ 
tain and improve the level of 9-1- 
1 services available. "The 9-1-1 
system is an essential lifeline to 
individuals who need help," said 
Patram. "Call 9-1-1 if you see a 
fire, a crime in progress, a medi¬ 
cal emergency, an injury acci¬ 
dent or any other emergency situ¬ 
ation. We want to ensure that 
emergency services can continue 
responding as quickly as possi¬ 
ble to 9-1-1 calls." 

In an emergency: 

•Always dial 9-1-1 for emer¬ 
gencies. If you call 0 you may not 


reach a local operator. 

•Stay on line and give the 9-1- 
1 operator your exact location. 
This is important whether you’re 
calling from home, work, a pay 
phone or a cell phone. 

Tips: 

•Don't program your tel¬ 
ephone with 9-1-1. Prepro¬ 
grammed phones increase the 
likelihood of accidentally calling 
9-1-1. 

•If you call 9-1-1 accidentally, 
stay on the line and tell the 9-1- 
1 operator that you've called by 
mistake. If you hang up, the 9-1- 
1 operator will send emergency 
personnel to your location to 
check on your safety. 

•Post your address and tel¬ 
ephone number on or near all 
telephones in your home or busi¬ 
ness.

1 “ j j j world-renowned city, I wanted 
to savour it all. To get myself 
oriented I thought a guided 
tour on a double-decker bus

When the 
bus stopped we bounded up the stairs to sit on the top deck. This 
was something I had dreamed of for years. Luckily we were able 
to get seats right at the front of the bus. Everyone else seemed 
to have the same idea as there were no passengers at all on the 
lower level. I just knew this trip would be one we would never 
forget. How right I was! 

Before starting on our journey we were all handed earphones 
wrapped in little plastic bags so we could hear the pre-taped 
commentary. Not knowing what to do with the little plastic 
bags, many of the tourists simply dropped them on the floor. As 
the bus started to roll, these bags took flight, dipping and diving 
around the interior of the bus. 

Approximately one half hour after our journey began, the 
effects of all that pop became apparent to my son. He wiggled 
and complained until I could stand it no longer. Creative 
thinking and problem-solving skills were necessary. I took two 
of the plastic bags, double bagged them, gave him a canvas tote 
bag and told him to go downstairs to the back of the bus, do 
what he had to do, tie the top of the bag in a knot, then put the 
contents in the tote bag. Moments later he returned smiling, 
visibly relieved and ready to start concentrating on the tour. 
Great, I thought! Now I would get some peace and quiet. Not 
so! Now it was my daughter's turn. 

Girls present such a challenge during times like this. I 
needed more plastic bags. We started grabbing them from the 
air as they floated by. Downstairs we went, tote bag in hand. 
With much greater difficulty than my son had experienced, the 
task was accomplished behind empty seats. Once again the 
remains were stored away in the tote bag. We went back 
upstairs and took our seats. Suddenly and for no apparent 
reason, the bus stopped. We waited and waited. Then the reason 
for this sudden stop dawned on me. The only casual witness to 
this entire process had been the bus driver who had kept a wary 
eye on us through his rear-view mirror. We must have spooked 
him. I had visions of him searching the seats for explosives. 
Obviously he didn't find a trace of why we had ventured to the 
rear of the bus so inexplicably, but I half expected him to come 
searching for us to determine what we had been doing. This 
didn't happen. After many moments we were on our way again, 
our sightseeing adventure horribly disrupted. 

As we disembarked, I stumbled momentarily and acciden¬ 
tally dropped the tote bag. The double bagging wasn't enough 
to withstand this type of jarring. What a mess! This little 
adventure only confirmed my belief that too much consumption 
is inadvisable when restrooms are at a premium. 

Moral: Creative thinking can be just that: creative, not 
practical.

Chest pain can be an emer¬ 
gency. If you feel any of the 
following: 

•Chest pain or discomfort 
that is very bad and lasts longer 
than 15 minutes. 

•Chest discomfort along with 
weakness, feeling sick to your 
stomach, feeling faint or dizzy, 
and sweating. 

•Chest discomfort that feels 
like tightness, pressure, burn¬ 
ing, or heaviness that lasts for 
about 15 minutes. 

•Sudden shortness of breath 
with no other cause... 

Call 911. 

A heart attack can also feel 
like a mild chest discomfort, 
that may go on and off even 
when you are at rest, or it may 
feel like regular heartburn or 
indigestion. Note the time the 
chest discomfort starts. If it feels 
like heartburn, take some ant¬ 
acid like Turns, Mylanta, or 
whatever you usually take for 
heartburn. Note how long your 


discomfort lasts. If the mild chest 
discomfort or heartburn lasts 
for 15 minutes or more, ask to 
be taken to the emergency room. 
Have it checked out. Better safe 
than sorry. 

If you already have a pre¬ 
scription for nitroglycerin, when 
the discomfort starts, sit down, 
and take three nitroglycerin one 
at a time - five minutes apart. If 
after the third one, the pain or 
discomfort is still there (even if 


it's mild), ask to be taken to the 
emergency room. 

Do not drive yourself to the 
hospital. Keep a copy of your 
EKG in your wallet or purse 
and bring it with you to the 
hospital. Keep a current list of 
your medications in your wallet 
or purse. 

Call your doctor or the hospi¬ 
tal at any time you have ques¬ 
tions about what to do in cases 
when you are unsure.

A major emergency or disaster could isolate you in your 
home for several days. Gas or electricity for cooking, heating and 
refrigeration may not be available. Be prepared with a stock of 
items for emergency use. 

•Medications required by family members. 

•Foods required for special diets or baby foods. 

• Battery-powered radio and flashlight in working order, with 
extra batteries. (Solar and handcranked radios and flashlights are 
also available.) 

•A first aid kit and manual. 

•All-purpose fire extinguisher (rated A-B-C). 

•Waterproof matches. 

•Candles and tin can. Ensure that candles are used safely. 

•A three-day supply of canned, packaged, or non-perishable 
food items for each member of the family. Include a manual can- 
opener. 

•A three-day supply of drinking water for each member of the 
family, sealed in unbreakable containers (replace stored tap water 
every few months). Adults need at least 1 litre of drinking water 
a day. 

•An alternative heat source and an adequate supply of fuel. 
Follow the manufacturer's instructions carefully. Make sure 
there is adequate ventilation to prevent the build-up of hazardous 
fumes.

the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: More and more, I keep hearing about children 
and teens being involved in shootings, stabbings and the like. 
What has caused many members of the younger generation to 
be so violent? 

DR. DOBSON: Hundreds of millions of dollars have been 
invested in research to answer that question. The findings are 
startling. In addition to the violence children have seen on 
television and in the movies, and apart from the drug wars they 
have witnessed, the tendency toward violence is a function of 
the neglect and abuse so many have experienced. That is 
especially true of those raised in the inner city. 

What has been learned is that millions of children, many of 
them born to drug- and alcohol-dependent parents, have been 
subjected to unimaginable deprivation. They were left in cribs 
for days with dirty diapers burning their buttocks and legs. 
Some were hit repeatedly, or they were scalded or starved. Many 
were sexually exploited from their earliest days — some even in 
infancy. If they survived, they grew up on the streets with no 
adult guidance and care. At night, they slept in bathtubs to 
avoid bullets sprayed by drive-by shootings. 

If this description sounds exaggerated, talk to social workers 
or police officers who work every day in the slums of large cities. 
What does it do to a child to experience intense pain, fear and 
deprivation at a very early age? The answers are beginning to 
come in. What has been learned is that kids who go through 
these traumas in the first year or two of life produce high levels 
of stress hormones, notably cortisol and adrenaline. 

Those substances put the body on an “alarm reaction state” 
in order to cope with the crisis at hand. But in a small child, the 
brain is a vacuum cleaner for stress-related hormones. The 
human neurological apparatus is bombarded with chemicals 
that shouldn’t be there in a child that age. The result is 
impairment of the boy or girl’s thinking and emotional develop¬ 
ment. What I’m saying is that many of today’s abused kids can 
kill and destroy without pangs of conscience because they are 
literally brain-damaged. They don’t feel what you and I feel. 

The bottom line is this: We are paying a terrible price for the 
disintegration of the family and for the victimization of chil¬ 
dren. Any society that doesn’t protect the most vulnerable in 
their midst can expect to suffer at the hands of those abused 
individuals when they get old enough to strike back. 

QUESTION: Our junior-high son is the most disorganized 
kid I’ve ever seen. His life is a jumble of forgotten assignments 
and missed deadlines. What can I do to help him? 

DR. DOBSON: Educational consultant Cheri Fuller con¬ 
siders massive disorganization to be the most common cause for 
school failure, above both laziness and poor study skills. Show 
me a student’s notebook, Fuller says, and I’ll tell you whether 
that individual is a B student or a D student. An achieving 
student’s notebook is arranged neatly with dividers and folders 
for handouts and assignments. A failing student’s notebook is 
usually a jumbled mess and may not even be used at all. 

Some children are naturally sloppy, but most of them can 
learn to be better organized in the elementary school years. 
Once they enter junior high, students may have as many as five 
teachers, each assigning different textbooks, workbooks, hand¬ 
outs and requirements from various classroom subjects. It is 
foolish to assume that kids who have never had any organiza¬ 
tional training will be able to keep such detail straight and 
accessible. 

If we want them to function in this system, we need to give 
them the tools that are critical to success. You might consider 
having your child evaluated to see if he has attention deficit 
disorder or some temperamental characteristic that makes it 
difficult for him to organize. When you’ve determined what he 
is capable of doing, work with an educational consultant or a 
school psychologist to design a system that will teach him how 
to live a more structured life.

What do you mean when you 
say that I am crazy? 


"Oh! Is that what's the mat¬ 
ter with me? I thought that I 
was going crazy!" 

Doctors probably hear that 
expression over and over. But 
what does the expression 
"crazy" mean? What kind of 
condition does it describe? 

The Webster's Dictionary de¬ 
scribes crazy as unsound of 
mind, mentally unbalanced, 
but also as very enthusiastic, 
very eager as, "she's crazy 
about the movies". As a substi¬ 
tution for "you're wrong", of¬ 
ten a friend will say, "you're 
crazy", or a parent or teacher 
will say "these kids are driving 
me crazy"; or as describing 
someone who is risking a new 
adventure it is often said "She 
or he is crazy". 

A caregiver in the late 1970s 
stated that she was so relieved 
to know that her mother's con¬ 
dition had been diagnosed as a 


specific disease named 
Alzheimer Disease. To her the 
diagnosis proved that her 
mother was not crazy, but suf¬ 
fered from a specific disease. 
Although she and her family 
were aware that there was no 
cure, the diagnosis solved a 
puzzle, a burden that had 
grieved the family for several 
years. 

Although Alzheimer Disease 
is a physical disease and not a 
mental disease, the effects are 
similar to those suffering from 
the many forms of mental ill¬ 
nesses. 

Most mental illnesses are 
little understood by the public 
in general and are placed into 
the category of "being crazy". 

Very often, a person suffer¬ 
ing from a mental illness suf¬ 
fers as much or more from 
stigma, than from the illness 
itself. Jobs are terminated, 


and accommodations are re¬ 
fused to competent, intelligent 
and responsible people as the 
result of stigma and misun¬ 
derstanding about treatable 
and controllable mental ill¬ 
nesses. 

The Community Mental 
Health Advisory Committee for 
areas of Three Hills, Didsbury, 
Carstairs, Cremona and Wa¬ 
ter Valley is striving to inform 
residents of the importance of 
understanding those who suf¬ 
fer from mental illnesses and 
to make the public more aware 
of their needs.

Tis the season for the Farmer’s 
Bonspiel 

Spots are filling fast in the 
upcoming Farmer's Bonspiel, ac¬ 
cording to chairman Harry Reese, 
so if you are planning to participate, 
you'd better sign up soon. 

The registration deadline isn't 
until Dec. 20, but Reese doesn't an¬ 
ticipate having any problems filling 
the 40 available spots before then. 

Each rink consists of four play¬ 
ers - three farmers and one business 
person, who is assigned to the groups 
by random draw. Any business that 
donates $100 or more to the Bonspiel 
can send one representative to curl, 
and each player pays $20 to play. 

When teams sign up, they should already have their groups 
of three formed, but they won't know who their fourth will be 
until the Bonspiel takes place. Teams can be men, ladies, or 
mixed, and there is no age limit. The only restriction is that 
curlers must be from Mountain View County. 

Reese said that since this is one of the largest bonspiels in 
Didsbury, it is a great time for the urban and rural to get 
together for some curling and some competitive fun. 

This is the sixth year the Farmer's Bonspiel will be held in 
Didsbury, and Reese's fourth year involved in organizing the 
event. He said that the Bonspiel is set up so that each team is 
guaranteed to play four games. Their results in each game 
determine if they are placed in the A, B, C, or D event and there 
are prizes awarded to the top four winners of each event.

AGC urges implementation of 
Kroeger recommendations 


The Alberta Grain Commis¬ 
sion (AGC) strongly believes 
that the Kroeger recommen¬ 
dations for changes to Cana¬ 
da's grain handling and trans¬ 
portation system are a win for 
farmers, and urges government 
and industry to move on with 
implementing the recommen¬ 
dations. 

The AGC also believes the 
proposals would bring ship¬ 
ping costs down by at least 
$112 million from the 1998 
level, with more to follow 
through competitive forces. 

"Historical rights, equita¬ 
ble distribution and turf pro¬ 
tection must go. Farmers have 
made dramatic changes in the 
crops they grow and in the 
way they manage their land in 
response to changing market 
forces," says Gene Dextrase, 
AGC member from High Level. 
"They've had no choice. It is 
time for the agencies and vast 
infrastructure around us to 
respond to market forces too. 
That is the only way to gain 
efficiency." 

Throughout the Grain Han¬ 
dling and Transportation Sys¬ 
tem Review, the AGC advo¬ 
cated for changes to the cur¬ 
rent grain handling and trans¬ 
portation system are needed 
to lower costs for farmers and 
improve customer service for 
all grain and oilseed products. 
The federal government's 
agreement with Justice 
Willard Estey's vision was a 
significant turning point in 


the process. The AGC also 
applauded giving Arthur 
Kroeger the role of facilitator 
of the implementation process 
with a clear mandate to rec¬ 
ommend ways to resolve out¬ 
standing implementation is¬ 
sues if no consensus was 
reached. 

The AGC agrees that if 
stakeholder and Kroeger rec¬ 
ommendations are adopted, 
farmers can expect to see lower 
costs through the market¬ 
place. The western grain han¬ 
dling and transportation sys¬ 
tem can also be made more 
efficient, accountable and ben¬ 
eficial to farmers through a 
move to a more commercially- 
oriented environment with 
appropriate safeguards to pro¬ 
tect the public interest. 

"This approach will mean a 
fundamental change to the Ca¬ 
nadian grain handling and 
transportation system," says 
Ken Motiuk, AGC Member 
from Mundare. "The Canadian 
Wheat Board will still be the 
export and human consump¬ 
tion wheat and barley mar¬ 
keter, without a direct role in 
transportation. That makes 
sense since their overall role 
in the prairie grain economy 
is declining as farmers choose 
to grow different crops. An 
effective marketer does not 
need to control all aspects of 
the marketing channel. It 
doesn't happen for canola, 
oats, domestic feed barley or 
peas, and we don't need it for 


export wheat and barley." 

The AGC also believes that 
the risk of exorbitant rates 
being charged by railways is 
mitigated by the safeguard of 
the revenue cap and that's not 
all. Stakeholders and Kroeger 
put forward recommendations 
to increase competitive forces. 
Members of the AGC are con¬ 
fident that a commercial, con¬ 
tractual system as outlined by 
Justice Estey and Arthur 
Kroeger is the best way of con¬ 
trolling costs. 

The AGC also applauded the 
Alberta government for its pro¬ 
vincial position regarding 
Krueger's recommendations. The 
western provincial government 
coalition has not resulted in a 
western provincial consensus. 
The Alberta government is show¬ 
ing strong leadership by sup¬ 
porting a move towards an effi¬ 
cient, competitive and commer¬ 
cial handling and transportation 
system. 

The Alberta Grain Commis¬ 
sion is made up of six farmers 
from around the province and 
three representatives from the 
Ministry of Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development. The 
mandate of the AGC is to review 
any and all matters relating to 
the grain and oilseeds sectors, 
make recommendations to the 
Minister of Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development and to 
conduct appropriate activities 
that promote the on-going 
growth and development of the 
grains industry. 


Agricore meets 
with members 
across Canada 

Agricore's recently elected farmer delegates will meet with 
members across western Canada through the month of Novem¬ 
ber. 

Agricore's 96 delegates set general policy for the organiza¬ 
tion, appoint auditors and elect board members. The open 
member meetings provide members with an opportunity to 
provide input and advice to their local delegates in preparation 
for Agricore's annual meeting, which will be held in Winnipeg, 
Nov. 29 to Dec. 2. These consultations will also form the basis 
of new district advisory committees that will consult and meet 
with delegates on a regular basis. 

'We are committed to communicating with our members," said 
Agricore president Charlie Swanson. "Their input is invaluable for 
the future direction of our organization." 

In turn, delegates will give members an overview of Agricore's new 
democratic structure, an update on business operations and Agricore's 
input into the review of the farm income situation. Members of 
Agricore’s board of directors will provide a review of the major issues 
affecting agriculture in western Canada, including the grain trans¬ 
portation and handling system and world trade. 

Agricore is the Canadian, farmer-owned agri-business created in 
1998 by the merger of Manitoba Pool Elevators and Alberta Pool. 
Agricore provides fully-integrated grain and special crops marketing 
and handling services through its prairie-wide network of elevators 
and specialized processing plants. Agricore also handles a full 
range of agronomic inputs, supplies and services through 
retail outlets across western Canada. 

Canadian Wheat 
Board bulletin 

Grain vessels in Vancouver 
and Prince Rupert are loading 
despite British Columbia Mari¬ 
time Employers Association 
locking out 4,000 unionized 
longshoremen Nov. 7. The 
CWB is not anticipating dis¬ 
ruptions to its export program 
as grain is protected by legis¬ 
lation from third-party strike 
or lockout. (In June 1998, the 
Senate approved amendments 
to the Canada Labour Code 
which forces West Coast non¬ 
grain employees and unions to 
keep grain moving even if they 
are in a dispute which grounds 
movement of other commodi¬ 
ties.) 

Potpourri: 

The Malting Barley Indus¬ 
try Group has released a list of 
recommended varieties to as¬ 
sist farmers in deciding which 
malting varieties to grow in 
2000. The list, and other back¬ 
ground information, is posted 
at www.cwb.ca/mbig/ 

index.htm. 

The Malting Barley Indus¬ 
try Group, formed in 1993, 
meets regularly to discuss how 
the delivery, marketing, han¬ 
dling and processing of prai¬ 
rie-grown malting barley can 
better meet both the farmers’ 
and the industry's needs. 


At a glance: 

Adjustment payment 
cheques hit the mail Friday, 
Nov. 12. Effective Nov. 2, ini¬ 
tial payments for wheat in¬ 
creased $10 per tonne. Durum 
initial payments increased $25 
per tonne, with the exception 
of No. 5, which increased $10 
per tonne. 

The feed barley initial pay¬ 
ments increased by $15 per 
tonne, while designated bar¬ 
ley initial payments increased 
by $20 per tonne. Farmers who 
delivered these grains between 
Aug. 1 and Nov. 1, 1999 will 
receive an adjustment pay¬ 
ment. 

From elevator to port: 

Rail car unloads (for week 
14, week ending Nov. 7) for all 
grains were 3,269 at Vancou¬ 
ver (target: 3,300) and 1,385 
at Prince Rupert (target: 
1,200). Rail car unloads at 
Thunder Bay totalled 1,964 
cars (target: 2,900). 

Primary elevator space for 
week 14 was 16%, the same as 
the week before. 

Manitoba elevators averaged 
20% space, Saskatchewan el¬ 
evators averaged 15% space 
and Alberta elevators averaged 
12% space.

Barley Industry Group 
released a list of recom¬ 
mended varieties to assist 
farmers in deciding which 
malting varieties to grow 
in the coming crop year. 
The Group, formed in 
1993, meets regularly to 
discuss how the delivery, 
marketing, handling and 
processing of Prairie- 
grown malting barley can 
better meet both the farm¬ 
ers’ and the Industry's 
needs. 

The recommended list 
is an indication of antici¬ 
pated market demand and 
customer preferences for 
the crop that will be grown 
in 2000," said Susan 
Wiklund, Chair of the 
Malting Barley Industry 
Group and a Director in 
the Canadian Wheat 
Board's Country Services. 

"The Group is provid¬ 
ing this list in response to 
requests from farmers," 
says Terry Hanson, a 
farmer-member of the 
group and a Director on 
the Board of Directors for 
the CWB. "This is a valu¬ 
able tool for farmers to 
use when making seed¬ 
buying decisions, espe¬ 
cially in light of the grow¬ 
ing number of malting bar¬ 
ley varieties currently be¬ 
ing registered and pro¬ 
moted." 

The list of recommended 
varieties will be displayed 
in all country' elevators. It 
will also be printed in the 
fall issue of Go Malting!, 
an industry publication 
distributed to malting bar¬ 
ley growers. The recom¬ 
mended list will also ap¬ 
pear in provincial seed 
guides. 

Before buying seed, 
farmers should study this 
list carefully and take into 
account other important 
factors such as disease 
resistance and the suit¬ 
ability of a variety's agro¬ 
nomic characteristics in a 
farming area. Provincial

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Protecting our watershed 


Riparian areas are sim¬ 
ply portions of the land¬ 
scape strongly influenced 
by water and are recog¬ 
nized by water-loving 
vegetation along rivers, 
streams, lakes, springs, 
and seeps. These "green 
zones" are one of the most 
ecologically diverse eco¬ 
systems in the world. 
"Healthy" riparian areas 
are crucial for sustain¬ 
ing a majority of fish and 
wildlife species, main¬ 
taining functioning wa¬ 
tersheds, providing good 
water qualify and sup¬ 
ply, forage for livestock, 
and supporting people on 
the landscape. 

In 1992, The Cows & 
Fish partnership was es¬ 
tablished to foster a bet¬ 
ter understanding of how 
improvements in grazing 
management on riparian 
areas can enhance land¬ 
scape health and produc¬ 
tivity, for the benefit of 
ranchers and others who 
use and value riparian 
areas. The purpose is re¬ 
ally about creating a bet¬ 
ter understanding about 
ecological processes and 
land use. Previous expe¬ 
rience tells us with bet¬ 
ter information and un¬ 
derstanding on land¬ 
scape processes local 
communities and produc¬ 
ers can make better deci¬ 
sions on land use sus¬ 
taining agriculture, fish 
and wildlife populations, 
watershed function and 
good clean water supplies 
for everyone. 

Thus far, Cows and 
Fish program success 


has been based on 
"putting common sense 
to common practice". 
Simply it's getting to¬ 
gether and working with 
ranchers and local com¬ 
munities to find out what 
works and what doesn't, 
regarding grazing strat¬ 
egies that benefit their 
operations while main¬ 
taining and protecting 
riparian health; then 
sharing this information 
with others. 

Current emphasis 
within the program is as¬ 
sisting producers, pro¬ 
ducer groups, munici¬ 
palities, and local com¬ 
munities to address 
riparian management is¬ 
sues on a watershed ba¬ 
sis by obtaining baseline 
information on riparian 
"health" or function. This 
riparian health assess¬ 
ment provides a "state of 
environment report" ena¬ 
bling producers and oth¬ 
ers to partner with local 
land managers to iden¬ 
tify and effectively de¬ 
velop plans to address 
specific land use issues. 
A couple of new "tools" 
being developed from this 
work includes a Land- 
owners Guide to 
Riparian Health and a 
riparian classification 
manual. 

The most powerful 
tool however, is the abil¬ 
ity to work with produc¬ 
ers at the local commu¬ 
nity and watershed level. 
Working locally to de¬ 
velop common goals and 
objectives for entire wa¬ 
tersheds is rewarding, as 


it's keeping people on the 
landscape while striving 
to improve landscape 
health by developing 
their own approach to 
riparian and rangeland 
management specific to 
their area. 

Several municipalities 
in the central region are 
adopting this approach. 
For example the 
Crowfoot Creek Water¬ 
shed Group (CCWG) con¬ 
sists of local agricultural 
producers and village 
residents as well as lo¬ 
cal, provincial and fed¬ 
eral stakeholders that 
are working to increase 
community awareness of 
agricultural impacts on 
water quality in the 
Crowfoot Creek Water¬ 
shed. Their purpose is to 
work with the commu¬ 
nity towards the adop¬ 
tion of Beneficial Man¬ 
agement Practices so 
that the quality of water 
leaving the watershed is 
equal or better than the 
water that comes into the 
basin. Their watershed 
approach to local chal¬ 
lenges are practical, af¬ 
fordable and effective for 
the long term. 

The Counties of 
Mountainview and 
Kneehill are just starting 
watershed groups in their 
areas and they welcome 
any producers who want 
to get involved. Working 
together as a community 
to maintain a clean and 
healthy water supply in our 
watershed is an essential 
part of sustainable agri¬ 
culture. 


Genetic selection may 
improve cattle efficiency 

Beef production research is entering a new dimension. A two-year study 
aimed at improving feed efficiency through genetic selection is about to 
begin. 

For many years, efficiency research has focused on selecting animals with 
bigger appetites for rapid rates of gain, but this hasn't necessarily meant 
more efficient animals. 

"The cost of cow maintenance to the industry is huge," says Western 
Forage/Beef Group researcher and project leader Dr. John Basarab. "Any 
method we can develop to reduce feed costs, either by improvement manage¬ 
ment or fine-tuning genetic selection for feed efficiency, will have significant 
benefits for the entire beef industry. "The research project has received 
$110,452 in support from the Canada Alberta Beef Industry Development 
Fund (CABIDF). 

Researchers already know that producing a unit of fat takes 10 times 
more energy than producing that same unit in lean tissue. That means even 
a 3% improvement in net feed efficiency (feed efficiency independent of 
growth and weight) would benefit feedlot and cow/calf producers, with 
significant advantages and cost savings annually. 

The impetus for this study came from a study conducted in Australia. 
There, scientists testing bulls for net feed efficiency found that some bulls 
which grew at exactly the same rate and were tested at the same weight, 
consumed several hundred kilograms less feed. 

"That's very exciting," Basarab said. "Because if we could select geneti¬ 
cally for feed efficiency, we could improve the efficiency of our cow herd in 
Canada. 

The Canada Alberta Beef Industry Development Fund is a $16.4 million 
fund, comprised of equal contributions from the federal and provincial 
governments. Managed for Alberta beef producers by the Alberta Cattle 
Commission, it is allocated to research projects that address specific needs 
of the Alberta beef industry.

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College opens three new

A OLDS 
Ilf COLLEGE 


Olds College officially 
opened three new buildings on 
Nov. 3. Costing almost $3 mil¬ 
lion, the three buildings add 
close to 50,000 square feet of 
space to the college. 

Students, Deans, College 
President Dr. Rob Turner, 
College Governor Alice Brown, 
Olds Town Councillor Terry 
Peterman and Mountain View 
County Reeve Ian Harvie all 
"took part in a non-stop se¬ 
quence of ribbon-cuttings for 
a new residence, a livestock 
centre and a warehouse. 

"We need these new facili¬ 
ties because the college and 
our enrolment continues to 
grow," said Olds College Presi¬ 


dent Dr. Rob Turner. 

"This year it is up again 
about 3%, and in the last four 
years it is up about 30%. We 
have more students than ever, 
and more programs and part¬ 
nerships than ever, so we need 
to keep up with the growth. 
What’s more, we're proud that 
we've done most of it on our 
own." 

Phase II of the new Resi¬ 
dence Housing complex pro¬ 
vides 84 more single rooms for 
second-year students. To¬ 
gether with Phase I, opened in 
1998, there are now 188 stu¬ 
dents living in the new hous¬ 
ing. 

With our other residence, 
Frank Grisdale Hall, this gives 
us 650 residence spaces, the 
third largest residence com¬ 
plex in Alberta post-second¬ 
ary schools. 

The Multipurpose Livestock 


Centre provides new facilities 
for the Advanced Farrier and 
Artificial Insemination labs as 
well as classrooms and space 
for cow/calf courses. And the 
Material Handling Facility 
provides much-needed addi¬ 
tional space for Land Sciences 
programs. 

Using support from indus¬ 
try partners, internal funding 
and mortgages, Olds College 
has now opened a total of seven 
new facilities since 1997. 

They include the Industry 
Training Centre, the Bank of 
Montreal Landscape Construc¬ 
tion Facility, the John Deere 
Training Centre and Phase I 
of the new Residence Housing 
complex. 

Two weeks ago the College 
also opened the Olds College 
Centre for Innovation and 
there are plans for a new build¬ 
ing for it. 


Establish a successful forage 
stand next springtime 


Seeding technique is the most 
critical factor in successful for¬ 
age establishment; timing is also 
important. 

"Forages need to be seeded 
when moisture and weather con¬ 
ditions are favourable for quick 
germination and good establish¬ 
ment," says Ross Hutchison, 
forage specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Development, Wainwright. "In 
general, there are three times a 
year when conditions are fa¬ 
vourable, late fall, spring and 
early fall." 

Late fall seeding - October 15 
until freeze-up is the time frame 
for late seeding (dormant seed¬ 
ing). Generally, no germination 
will occur until the following 
spring. Although this may be an 
advantage in wet areas, or in 
areas where spring moisture can 
be limiting, this process pro¬ 
duces variable results. Grass 
crops are the most successful, 


alfalfa results are quite variable 
and sweet clover will not work 
under this regime. In general, 
this dormant seeding is the high¬ 
est risk of the three options. 

Spring seeding - this is the 
time when seeding is most likely 
to be successful. Soil moisture 
conditions are generally good, 
with 15 to 30 centimetres of 
moist soil considered adequate 
for establishment. Forthe brown 
and dark brown soil zones, this 
is in early April until late May. 
In the black and gray-wooded 
soil zones, seeding can be suc¬ 
cessfully completed as late as 
mid to late June. Early seeding 
is usually best, but considera¬ 
tion must be given to field con¬ 
ditions and weed control. 

Early fall seeding - in some 
years there may be a window of 
opportunity to seed forage crops 
in the early fall, much as hap¬ 
pened this year in 1999. Grow¬ 
ing conditions must be correct 


for quick establishment because 
the plants need to be mature 
enough to make it through the 
winter. For grass, this is the 
three- to four-leaf stage and for 
alfalfa it's the fourth trifoliate 
leaf stage. Seedling legumes are 
more susceptible to winter dam¬ 
age than grasses, so seeding in 
the northeast must be done with 
at least four weeks of growing 
weather remaining in the sea¬ 
son; unless you are going to try 
late fall seeding. 

"Remember to follow the ba¬ 
sic rules of seeding shallow into 
a firm, moist, weed-free seed¬ 
bed," says Hutchison. "This cre¬ 
ates the best environment for a 
forage stand." 


The Canadian Cattle Identi¬ 
fication Agency (CCIA) has in¬ 
troduced a toll-free telephone 
service to enable cattle produc¬ 
ers, or anyone else who is inter¬ 
ested in the program, to call for 
more information. The number 
is 1-877-909-BEEF (2333). The 
target implementation date for 
the Canadian Cattle Identifica¬ 
tion Program is December 31, 
2000 . 

"We're very anxious that all 
cattle producers be aware of 
this program prior to that date," 
says Cindy McCreath, CCIA 
communications coordinator. 
There are over 100,000 cattle 
producers in Canada and, she 
points out, it's a challenge to 
reach all of them. 

In addition to the toll-free 
service, the CCIA is explaining 
the program through brochures, 
posters and articles in agricul¬ 
ture publications. The purpose 
of the program is to establish 
individual cattle identification 
for animal health and food safety 
traceback. 

McCreath comments, "There 
is quite a bit of misinformation 
circulating in the industry. We 
are trying to counteract that. 
We have lots of factual informa¬ 
tion. We really want people to 
know the facts about what this 
program is about and what it's 
going to mean to them."

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Bell spins out first Canadian Finals championship

Robbie Bell’s head was liter¬ 
ally spinning after the Cana¬ 
dian Finals Rodeo. 

His light headedness was 
the result of being crowned 
the best bull rider in Canada, 
while the spinning motion was 
the after effect of ridingatwist- 
ing spinning bull for an 88.5 
in the final go-around of the 
championship rodeo. 

The Water Valley bull rider 
was sitting on cloud nine after 
he captured the Canadian Pro¬ 
fessional Rodeo Association 
bull riding championship at 
the Canadian Finals Rodeo 
held in Edmonton at the Sky 
Reach Centre from Nov. 10- 
14. 

Riding in just his second 
CFR, Bell conquered Canada's 
rankest bull by racking up 
135 championship points, 
which were awarded by finish 
after each go-around. 

"I just wanted to ride all six 
bulls at this rodeo," said Bell 


at a press gathering following 
his final ride. 

"Even if I didn't win the 
championship, I would have 
been happy by riding all my 
mounts," he added. "Everything 
worked out here as all I could 
do was ride my bulls." 

"Right now I'm pretty 
happy,” he concluded. 

Bell came into the CFR 
ranked second in the CPRA 
final standings for the 1999 
rodeo season. 

Defending Canadian bull rid¬ 
ing champion, Merle Freeman, 
of Innisfail, claimed 70 cham¬ 
pionship points and winnings 
of $10,845 for fourth place. 

Two time Canadian bare- 
back riding champion, Bill 
Boyd, of Olds, riding into the 
CFR as the seasonal leader, 
placed fourth winning $11,423 
for 80 championship points. 
Boyd was riding in his seven¬ 
teenth consecutive CFR. 

The other half of the Boyd 
brothers contingent at the 


CFR, Albert Boyd placed sev¬ 
enth overall in his second ap¬ 
pearance at the CFR. 

For the most part, Water 
Valley roper Mark Nugent and 
Wimbourne's Guy Smith were 
tied up in a calf roping tussle 
with eventual winner Travis 
Houff, of Medicine Hat and 
Marty Becker, ofManyberries. 
When the showdown was over 
Nugent finished third with 


earnings of $13,490 worth 95 
championship points. Mean¬ 
while, Smith won $$9,645 
with 70 championship points. 
Other area calf ropers compet¬ 
ing at the CFR were former 
Canadian champions Joe 
Lucas, of Carstairs and the 
cowboy with the most earn¬ 
ings in Canada Cliff 
Williamson of Madden. 

Misfortune struck Water 


Valley saddle bronc rider Glen 
O'Neill as he broke his leg 
after his first mount stumbled 
at the end of the ride. The 
injury will keep O'Neill from 
competing in the National Fi¬ 
nals Rodeo. 

After a short hiatus, the 
cowboys and cowgirls start 
their trek towards the 2000 
CFR with a rodeo at Regina, 
Sask from Nov. 24-28.

Three area cowboys are 
mosing on down towards the 
bright lights of Las Vegas, 
Nevada. 

After months of travelling 
from one rodeo to another in 
the United States, it has come 
down to a "chute-out" show 
down, a final ride for the 
three cowpokes, Bill Boyd, of 
Olds, Glen O'Neill, of Water 
Valley and Robbie Bell, of 
Water Valley to claim a world 
championship. 

After competing in the sea¬ 
son ending Professional Ro¬ 
deo Cowboys Association sanc¬ 
tioned rodeo in San Francisco 
on Nov. 7, the three are among 
the top fifteen event contest¬ 
ants in the Crown Royal World 
standings as compiled by the 
Professional Rodeo Cowboys 
Association, the governing 
body for sanctioned rodeos 
across the United States and 
in Canada. 

Only the top fifteen ranked 
contestants in each major 
event at the season's end end 
qualified to compete at the 4.4 
million dollar National Finals 
Rodeo being held in Las Vegas 
from Dec. 3-12. 

Prior to the final weekend 
of rodeo action, O'Neill had 
already qualified for the NFR, 
while Boyd and Bell waited for 
the final round to ride into the 
season finale. 

Bell wound up 15th by 
$91.66 in the bull riding event 
with winnings of $56,397. His 
luckiest ride came on Nov. 6 
at a rodeo in Casper, Wy, 
where he won $922, enough of 
a paycheque to squeeze him 
into the final position in the 


bull riding event. Bell's deci¬ 
sion to ride the bull in Casper 
was a split second one as he 
was undecided whether to ride 
at Casper or return home to 
prepare for the Canadian Fi¬ 
nals Rodeo. 

For Bell, this is his first 
ride at the NFR, while Boyd 
and O'Neill have seen the ac¬ 
tion in the Las Vegas rodeo 
infield before. 

"This is my fifth consecu¬ 
tive time I have qualified for 
the National Finals Rodeo," 
said O’Neill, a native of 
Kempsey Australia. 

”1 kind of had a slow start 
to the season this year," said 
O'Neill, a former $50,000 sad¬ 
dle bronc winner at the Cal¬ 
gary Stampede. 

"But, after I got things 
turned around, the summer 
went really well," he added, 
noting his riding has been fairly 
consistent of late. 

O'Neill set a Canadian Pro¬ 
fessional Rodeo Association earn¬ 
ings record last year winning 
$50,442 and co-holds the World/ 
Canadian record for the highest 
mark scored in the saddle bronc 
event, a 95. In the Crown Royal 


World Standings O’Neill placed 
fourth in the saddle bronc com¬ 
petition with earnings of $91,771. 

Meanwhile, Boyd, a two time 
Canadian bareback riding cham¬ 
pion, is ranked fourteenth in the 
world bareback standings with 
earnings of $48,929. 

"This might be the best year I 
have ever had," said Boyd, who 
led the CPRA seasonal bareback 
standings with over $24,000 in 
earnings. 

"All year I have been fairly 
consistent in my riding," said 
Boyd, noting he has had fairly 
good results at the United States 
rodeos. 

"My goal was to qualify for the 
NFR and the CFR and I made it," 
noted Boyd. 

"It has been a fairly steady run 
down in the States," Boyd indi¬ 
cated. Calgary steer wrestler Lee 
Graves, with earnings of $81,000 
leads the world standings and 
saddle bronc rider Rod Hay, of 
Wildwood, Alta leads all riders 
with $110,000 neatly tucked in 
his Wrangler jeans. 

When the chutes open for the 
NFR, Canadians competitors will 
be proudly representing our 
country.
